T  he  Periclean  Class  of  2014  was  formed  in 
the  spring  of  201  1  in  order  to  partner  with,  and 
serve,  the  communities  of  Central  Appalachia. 

Since  their  formation,  they  have  spent  their  years 
at  Elon  studying  and  working  with  their  partner 
communities  to  raise  money  for  the  Boone-Raleigh 
community  center  by  way  of  various  fundraisers  and 
an  Indiegogo  campaign. 

With  the  funds  raised,  they  have  helped  the 
community  center  build  a  children’s  library,  host 
their  yearly  apple  butter  event,  fed  the  community 
through  numerous  holiday  dinners,  and  worked

shots  fired  in  kenya  A  Somali  militant  group  al- 
Shabab  spent  a  few  days  at  the  Westgate  Mall  in  Kenya 
and  went  on  a  killing  spree.  68  people  were  killed,  and 
175  were  injured.  Shots  were  fired  indiscriminately  at 
anyone  who  was  not  obviously  Muslim.  The  terror 
group  has  close  ties  with  al-Qaeda  and  had  voiced  their 
distaste  with  the  West  and  Kenya  before.  It  was  the 


worst  attack  since  the  U.S.  embassy  bombing  in  1998. 


moss-exodus  The  Arab  Spring  in  2011  triggered 
peaceful  protests  of  the  Syrian  regime.  However, 
brutal  government  retaliation  threw  the  country  into 
a  brutal  civil  war.  The  violent  backlash  resulted  in  a 
mass  exodus  of  Syrians  into  the  surrounding  countries 
in  order  to  escape  the  war.  In  September,  the  death 
toll  was  estimated  to  be  more  than  100,000  people 
and  the  number  of  people  displaced  reached  over  6 
million.  The  war  eventually  escalated  into  the  chemical 
attack  that  occurred  in  Damascus  suburbs  on  August 
21.  The  attack  claimed  the  lives  of  1,429  people  and 
injured  thousands  more.  The  illegality  of  the  use  of] 
chemical  weapons  brought  the  current  crisis  in  Syria 
to  the  center  stage  of  international  issues.  After  much 
negotiation  within  the  U .  N,  the  international  community 
condemned  the  Bashar  al-Assad  government  for 
its  use  of  chemical  weapons.  Syria  has  been  forced 
to  dispose  of  all  chemical  armaments  and  facilities 
connected  to  the  production  with  toxic  weapons,  j 
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no  deal,  government-  closed.  The  congress 

refusal  to  agree  on  a  budget  or  pass  a  spending  bill 
forced  a  government  shutdown  on  October  1st. 
No  reason  to  fear;  the  shutdown  was  only  partial. 
Unemployment,  social  security  and  Medicare 
benefits  continued,  and  federal  air  traffic  controllers 
and  police  reported  to  work.  U.S.  Postal  Service 
also  continued  living  up  to  it’s  pledge:  "Neither 
rain  nor  snow  nor  gloom  of  night  (nor  shutdown] 
will  deter  its  couriers  from  their  appointed  rounds." 
So  who  was  affected?  About  800,000  federal 
workers  got  a  two  week  vacation,  including  good 
ole’  Smokey  the  Bear  and  his  National  Parks.
